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A Mluge Joke 


Will Cost $40,000,000 and Take 29 
; Years to Value Lands 


London, Oct. 15.—The Unionist 
press is seized with justifiable glee 
over the report of the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue showing how 
Lloyd George’s 1909 budget is oper- 
ating with regard to the land tax 
The bitter feeling that this aroused 
at the time is now recalled by many 
critics. For the purpose of assessing 
and collecting the reversion and un- 
developed land duties then imposed it 
was necessary to undertake the work 
of a complete valuation of all the 
lands of the United Kingdom. Lloyd 
George set about drawing up a new 
domesday book with a light heart. 

The interest and revenue report 
now shows that there are eleven 
million hereditaments of different 
plots of land to be valued. For this 
work a veritable army of officials 
has been instituted. There are 172 
permanent civil servee officials with 
aggregate salaries of $388,000, with 
1,376 assistants of various kinds— 
draughtsmen, technical assistants and 
others—bringing the total salary 
and pay roll up to the estimated 
amount. of $1,408,000. To this there 
is to be added $25,000 for office ac- 
commodation. 

The reports give the number of 
hereditaments at a value of $369,000 
The actual yield in revenue so far 
has been $5,810. At the present 
rate of progress it is calculated that 
the work will require 29 years at a 
cost of over $40,000,000. But since 
March the number of officials has been 
“considerably augmented.’’ The in- 
creased number of first-class apprais- 
ers adds $68,750 to the yearly sal- 
ary list. 

It is now pointed out that the 
famous budget, which started the 
recent Parliamentary revision, directs 
that all hereditaments owned by stat- 
utory companies, such as_ railroads, 
shall make new valuations in 1914. 
The report also shows a marked 
shrinkage in the value of estates 
passing to new owners by the death 
of the former ones. In 1906 the 
total 


value of such estates was 
298,000,000 pounds __ sterling, or 
$1,490,000,000. In 1909 it had 


shrunk to 283,000,000 pounds, and in 
1910-1911 to 272,000,000 pounds. 
The number of “very rich,”’ that is 
those whose incomes are over £5,000 
a year, and who pay 60 cents on the 
sovercign, in these the income tax is 
shown to be slightly over £10,000,- 
000. The average income is about 
£12,500.

The Literal press of Canada keeps 
on daily reminding Mr. Borden that 
he, for the Conservative party, has 
made certain pledges to the people of 
Canada as to what he will do now 
that the party which he leads has 
been placed in power. By this reiter- 
ation these newspapers appear to 
anticipate that these promises were 
not made with honest intention, and 
will not be fulfilled. That is a 
matter which rests entirely between 
the Conservative party and the people 
of Canada. Partisan Liberal organs 
have less than nothing to do with it. 

The insinuation conveyed, however, 
is a clear case of judging others by 
yourself. The legislative programme 
of Mr. Borden is so clear that even 
the Liberal organs cannot seriously 
‘misrepresent it in general meaning or 
detail. And they have shown them- 
selves in the past capable of trying 
to peyote the generally admit- 
ted fact that two and two make four, 
and of endeavoring to make the people 
of Canada believe that the arithmeti- 
cal result is five, seven, nine or thir- 
ty. 

Yet they are now unable to misrep- 
resent, what the policy of Mr. Borden 
is. So they immediately begin to 
impugn his motives in introducing 
it and to insinuate hi's lack of inten- 
tion to carry it out. These journals 
cannot apparently bdlieve that a 
statesman can be honest in his con- 
victions, his statements and his pur- 
poses. They must be judged by the 
statesmen with whom they have had 
the most intimate acquaintance, and 
really their lack of faith is not sur- 
prising. 

The historical reputation of the 
Conservative party in Canada, how- 
ever, is of promising little and doing 
much. The historical reputation of 
the Liberal party is of promising 
much and doing little. 

Apart, however, Trom the reputa- 

tion of the party, there is the per- 
sonal character of Mr. Borden him- 
self. A man who makes himself so 
clear as to what he intends to do is 
generally a man who will cither do 
what he says or go down in the at- 
tempt. 
ly definite idea of the things he in- 
tended to do, and the people of Can- 
ada thoroughly agreed with him that 
these were in the country’s interest. 
They may rest assured that his 
pledges will be redeemed. 
/ The Conservative programme is no 
easy matter to carry out. It involv- 
es a change in the method by which 
two-thirds of the land of the coun- 
try is administered. It involves the 
removal of the control of the tariff 
from the manipulations of private 
interests and its determination by ox- 
perts and not by lobbyists. It in- 
volves also a great extension of the 
principle of public ownership in the 
construction of railways and the op- 
eration of terminal elevators. These 
are three vital changes in the gov- 
ernment and administration of Can- 
ada. They cannot be accomplished at 
once. To carry them out successfully 
will tax the ability and energy of the 
new government, but they will never- 
theless be accomplished. 


Census of Field Cros 


Ottawa, October 13.—A bulletin of 
the Census and Statistics Office 
issued today deals with the field 
crops of the pres.nt| year compared 
with the figures of ttie year 1900. 

The Census areas of field crops 
enumerated in the month of June 
have been compiled for all the prov- 
inces excepting Quebec and British 
Columbia, and the statistics of prin- 
cipal crops are given in this report 
together with estimates of produc- 
tion computed from the reports of a 
large staff of correspondents at the 
end of September. The area figures 
for Saskatchewan are lacking for two 
districts and those of Nova Scotia 
for one district, but the totals of the 
Dominion will be ready for the 
November Monthly, and a cumparison 
of areas for the census years 1901 
and 1911 will then be made. 

For the years 1909, 1910 and 1911 
the comparative quality of crops at 
the end of September was fairly 
uniform for wheat, oats, barley and 
rye; but peas, beans, buckwheat, 
mixed grains and flax were lower 
this year by 8 to 12 per cent. Fod- 
der crops, including roots and corn, 
are unchanged for the three years. 
The condition of potatoes, which is 
76.78, is the same as last year, but 
13.60 less than two years ago. 

The comparative condition of fod- 
der and root crops for the Dominion 
at the end of September ranges from 
82 to 87 per cent., of alfalfa 79.55 
per cent. and of potatoes 76.78 per 
cent., and is generally lower in On- 
tario than elsewhere. The Maritime 
provinces and the Northwest prov- 
inces give 90 per cent. and over for 
potatoes and nearly as good for other 
field roots. 

The census enumeration of field 
crops taken in June shows for the 
Northwest provinces, together with 
Ontario and the Maritime provinces, 
an area of 9,990,021 acres wheat, 
7,661,862 acres oats, 1,291,287. acres 
barley, 133,053 acres rye, and 1,090,- 
615 acres flax, to which will be add- 
ed the areas for two districts in Sas- 
katchewan. For the harvest year of 
1900 the corresponding figures of the 
census of 1901 were 4,068,328 acres 
wheat, 3,981,370 acres oats, 765,273 
acres barley, 156,352 acres rye, and 
21,202 acres flax. 

The increase in the production of 
the principal grains in the decade, 
computed for the present year on the 
estimates of correspondents, is shown 
to be in round numbers, 148,035,000 
bushels wheat, 187,049,000 bushels 
oats, 21,711,000 bushels barley, 664,- 
000 bushels rye, and 12,360,000 bush- 
els flax, These figures are exclusive 
of returns for two districts in Sas- 
katchewan,
